ter, who’ is betrothed to:the: Ele@oral Priuce of Bavaria, they were beth 
complimerited onthe Part of the Emperor and Emprefs Confort, by Count 
Staremberg, whom their Majefties had {ent on Purpofe frem Presburg, 
and alfo on the Part of the Ele&ox of Bavatia, by Count Fugger. 
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Wye's Letter verbatim, London, Vuly ky i: 


VESTER DAY there was a General’ Court’ of the ‘South Sea

fal was alfo agreed to without any Oppofition. We hear that the Lord 
Morpeth, General Kofs and Mr. Ward were not prefent, and others that 
were formerly great Spokefmen, faid neither for or againft che Propofal, 
But Mr. Hungerford mide fome Obdfervations, particularly that the Pro- 
pofal was not weil timed, tae Pitliament not being fitting, that it was dubious 
. whether the Parliament would remitt the whole, having feen a Negative 
put uponit by the Jatt Parliament ; though for. his Part, he fhould be 
always tor remitting the whole, adding, That be thought it the Com» 
‘pany’s due, on account of theic Misfortunes ; but infifed, that nothing,
